J. Samuel Perlman Replies To Mr. Fisher 


In your issue of March 1963, you published 
a letter regarding the 48-hour rule which con¬ 
tains inaccuracies relative to my position and 
that of our newspapers. 

The letter stated that "this undesirable rule 
had been dreamed up and was being promoted 
by the publisher of Triangle Publications.” 

This allegation is completely false as the 
record will show. 

There are more than twenty racetracks in the 
United States and Canada which have had the 
48-hour closing rule for entries for many years. 
Not a single one of these tracks initiated this 
rule at the request or instigation of myself or 
our newspapers. 

As I pointed out in editorials in our news¬ 
papers, we did not take any position on this 
rule until we found that we could make a con¬ 
tribution to racing by printing special editions. 
More important, we are firmly of the opinion 
that the real benefit of this rule is to the public, 
to daily newspapers and to horsemen. 

At a recent convention of the National As¬ 
sociation of State Racing Commissioners in 
Phoenix, Arizona, I made a presentation before 
the Uniform Rules Committee strongly sup¬ 
porting the 48-hour closing rule which I 
termed a “controversial subject.” The discus¬ 
sions that took place before the convention dis¬ 
proved this conclusion. In fact, Mr. Janon 
Fisher, Jr., representing the American Trainers 
Association, was the only one present at the 
convention who opposed the 48-hour rule. His 
presentation was so offensive that the delegates 
to the convention unanimously voted that it 
"be removed from the record before it is pub¬ 
lished and those making such wild charges 
should be reprimanded by the association.” 

Herve Racivitch, representing the HBPA, 
stated that his group was "overwhelmingly in 
favor of giving the 48-hour closing a full and 
fair trial on a local option basis.” 

Marshall Cassidy, representing The Jockey 
Club, was wholeheartedly in favor of the rule 
as being valuable "in getting information to the 
public earlier and giving the trainer the oppor¬ 
tunity to blow out his horse with the knowledge 
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the race will go.” He also stated that "it gives 
the owner and trainer the opportunity to make 
proper shipping arrangements between tracks 
on the same circuit.” He believed that it should 
be given a trial on a local option basis. 

F. E. "Jimmy” Kilroe was of the opinion that 
it would be of great benefit to tracks that have 
difficulty in closing their entries early. 

Carter Thornton, President of The Thorough¬ 
bred Club of America, was in favor of the rule 
because it would benefit "the forgotten man of 
racing, the owner, who would thus have time 
to make arrangements to see his horses run.” 

The Jockeys Guild, represented by Bert 
Thompson, strongly supported the 48-hour 
closing rule. 

Delegates to the convention, representing 
virtually every racing commission on the Con¬ 
tinent, passed a resolution unanimously "that 
the matter of the 48-hour closing rule, which 
the committee deems to have great merit, be 
resolved between management and the horse¬ 
men.” Not a single commissioner nor any repre¬ 
sentative of the many organizations present, 
with the exception of Mr. Fisher, opposed the 
rule. 

The Maryland Racing Commission, which 
had previously acted to halt the innovation of 
this rule at Bowie, promptly accepted the 
NASRC resolution "in the interest of uniformi¬ 
ty-” 

The general opinion of the convention was 
that commissioners should leave the matter of 
the closing of entries entirely in the hands of 
management and horsemen. 

In my presentation before the NASRC con¬ 
vention, I stated a number of reasons why we 
strongly support the 48-hour closing rule. We 
would not support it if we did not believe it 
to be beneficial to racing. I am also in full ac¬ 
cord with the resolution passed by the NASRC 
convention. The 48-hour closing rule cannot 
work unless it is resolved between management 
and the horsemen.

Humphrey S. Finney Extolls Tred Avon 


As a long-time member of the Maryland 
Racing Writers’ Association I was very pleased 
to receive from Joe Cascarella a ballot form 
and an invitation to vote on the question raised 
by the Laurel executive as to which were the 
best five Maryland-breds of all time, though 
that probably means the current century as far 
as most of us goes. 

I think this sort of poll is an excellent 
thought. It particularly emphasises the fact that 
Maryland has bred many good horses over the 
years, horses that did not need any Plan to 
enable them to meet the best from all sections 
of the country. 

From a personal standpoint as well as a mat¬ 
ter of justice to a very game filly, I was disap¬ 
pointed not to see the name of Tred Avon 
among the candidates for selection. Not that 
this little (15.21/2 hh.) grey daughter of *Sir 
Greysteel could rank ahead of Challedon or 
Elkridge, but anyone who watched the battle 
down Laurel’s stretch between the titans, Equi¬ 
poise and Mate, with little Tred Avon’s grey 
nose appearing in front from time to time as 
the trio drove to the wire with her in the mid¬ 
dle, could doubt the class and quality of Syl¬ 
vester Labrot’s mare, who won by a nose. 

That brilliant racing journalist, the late John 
Hervey, in his book Racing in America, 1922- 
1936, (page 191), declares that if Equipoise 
was to be beaten Tred Avon was a "fit repre¬ 
sentative for the honor.” She was the first foal 
whose birth I supervised at Holly Beach Farm, 
a few days more than thirty-five years ago, 
being a daughter of the good producer *La 
Muiron, whose next foal was the fast Monel, 
stakes winning holder of the American mile- 
record for mares for a time. Being small, Bill 
Irvine gave Tred Avon lots of time; she never 
went to the races until she was three, starting 
twenty-three times that season to win eight 
races, all purses, and small ones they were in 
1931. 

At four Tred Avon won eleven of twenty-five 
starts, six of them being stakes. At the old 
Woodbine, at Toronto, where the best horses 
of the country could be found racing in those 
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days, she won the King Edward Gold Cup and 
the Toronto Cup. Tred Avon went on to Chi¬ 
cago, where she won the Glen Ellyn Stakes and 
the Matron at Arlington Park, climaxing her 
season by her victory over Equipoise and Mate 
in the Washington Handicap at YVa miles at 
Laurel. She won Bowie’s Inaugural as a five- 
year-old, finishing her career with twenty-two 
wins and $65,400 to her credit. This figure is 
a trifling one, by today’s standards, but it was 
a healthy sum to earn in those tough depression 
days.

The article goes on to state that 
Colonel Howard Fair imported this pony from 
England. I personally imported "BEN NEVIS 
and sold him to Colonel Fair.

her address.

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'T* HREE Maryland race tracks were "put 
down” by the Legislature last month, and, 
under terms of the bill, the surviving nine were 
all granted additional racing days. 

The bill, Senate Bill 89, is expected to be 
signed into law by Governor J. Millard Tawes 
this month. 

The tracks which will never again operate 
are: Bel Air, Cumberland and Baltimore Race¬ 
way. 

The three mile tracks—Pimlico, Laurel and 
Bowie—were each given 12 more days, boosting 
their total annual allotment from 40 to 52 days 
apiece. 

Timonium was granted 12 additional days, 
doubling the length of its previously existing 
12-day meeting. Marlboro and Hagerstown were 
both given six new days, increasing their meet¬ 
ings from 12 to 18 days. 

The three surviving harness tracks—Rose- 
croft, Laurel and Ocean Downs—were given 
eight days each. Their seasons will now be of 
32-day duration. 

Senate Bill 89 was one of the most bitterly 
contested pieces of legislation ever to fight its 
way through Annapolis. 

In its final form it increased the overall num¬ 
ber of racing days in Maryland from 276 to 
312. These totals do not include the two-day 
hunt meeting held in September at Fair Hill. 

As originally presented, Senate Bill 89 speci¬ 
fied that the total number of racing days in 
Maryland be kept at 276. 

The Senate was first to amend the bill, adding 
18 days for the harness tracks. Then the House 
further amended the legislation, adding 24 days 
for the harness tracks and twelve for the half- 
mile plants at Marlboro and Hagerstown. 

The Legislatures opposition to the bill in 
its original form stemmed from the exclusion 
of the harness tracks and Marlboro and Hagers¬ 
town in the handout of additional days. 

The bill did not get out of the Senate Finance 
Committee until additional days had been added 
for the harness tracks. It didn’t get out of the 
House’s Ways and Means Committee until still 
more days had been added for the harness 
tracks. 

Then, in a rousing floor battle in the House, 
Marlboro and Hagerstown finally gained their 
extra days. 

The bill in its final and amended form repre¬ 
sented a compromise for both sides. Marlboro 
and Hagerstown gained fewer days than the 
other Thoroughbred tracks which had paid a 
total of nearly $3,000,000 to buy out Bel Air, 
Baltimore Raceway and Cumberland. 
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Finney To Judge 
Yearling Show 
Set For May 12 
At Timonium 


The Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association’s 
29th annual spring yearling show has been set 
for Sunday, May 12, at Timonium. 

Humphrey S. Finney, internationally known 
racing authority, will judge the four classes. 
The show will commence at 2:30 o’clock. 

An added feature for yearlings shown this 
year will be the revival of the Back Again 
Purse which will be offered in 1964 as a 
Maryland-bred Fund race. 

Only Thoroughbreds shown this year will be 
eligible for the Back Again. Although condi¬ 
tions of the race haven’t yet been determined, 
the Back Again will carry a purse of at least 
$5,000 and will be run either at Laurel or Pim¬ 
lico during the fall season. 

Harry A. Love, chairman of the M.H.B.A.’s 
Show Committee, revealed that the Maryland 
Fund Committee has approved the Back Again 
as a Maryland Fund race, and that the purse 
will be commensurate with other purse awards 
in the Maryland Fund program. 

"It should be emphasized,” said Mr. Love, 
"that the Back Again will be restricted to horses 
actually shown next month. Simply entering 
and then scratching isn’t enough. The yearling 
must appear in the ring and be judged.” 

There is no entry fee for the show. Entry 
blanks, which are now in the mail, must be re¬ 
turned to the M.H.B.A. office (Box 4, Timoni¬ 
um) no later than April 25. 

Each of the four classes will carry $200 in 
prize money, and trophies will be presented 
the owners of the winners in each class. 

As in past years, an amateur judging contest 
will be held. The two amateur judges (one 
man and one woman) who come closest to the 
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Vaughn Flannery 


selections made by Mr. Finney will win silver 
trophies. 

There is no admission charge for the show, 
and a refreshment stand will be in operation 
near the ring. 

Conditions for the classes follow: 

Class I—For colts foaled in Maryland in 1962, 
the produce of mares covered in Maryland. 

Class II—For colts foaled in Maryland in 
1962, the produce of mares covered in States 
other than Maryland. 

Class III—For fillies foaled in Maryland in 
1962, the produce of mares covered in Mary¬ 
land. 

Class IV—For fillies foaled in Maryland in 
1962, the produce of mares covered in States 
other than Maryland. 

The Show Committee has eliminated the 
long-standing rule which prevented owners 
from handling their yearlings in the ring. The 
committee felt that many owners were being 
unnecessarily deprived of the pleasure of show¬ 
ing their horses, and that the rule accomplished 
no worthwhile purpose. 
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Stuart S. Janney, Jr.’s 
Knocklofty Captures 
Two Stakes At Bowie 


Colt Was Yearling Show Champion

Locust Hill Farms Knocklofty is a three- 
year-old with a past and, all Maryland hopes— 
a future. A gelded son of Parnassus—Bold Irish, 
by Fighting Fox, Knocklofty opened his sopho¬ 
more season with a victory in the Annapolis 
Stakes and came right back at Bowie to score 
a hard-won triumph in the Prince Georges 
Stakes. 

His Bowie form should not have surprised 
those who closely follow the fortunes of Mary- 
land-breds, for as early as May of Knocklofty’s 
yearling year Judge Edward A. Christmas 
pegged him as a youngster of promise. Bred 
by Stuart S. Janney, Jr., Knocklofty was cham¬ 


pion of the 1961 Maryland Horse Breeders' 
Yearling Show. 

When asked to comment upon the Parnassus 
—Bold Irish yearling’s selection as champion, 
Mr. Christmas stated simply: "To my way of 
thinking he is clearly the best of all those 
shown today. Mr. Christmas trained Maryland- 
bred Gallorette, who in death still reigns as 
"America’s Greatest Racemare.’’ 

As a trainer and as a judge, his record can’t 
be faulted. 

The show was quite a triumph for the Jan¬ 
ney family, for Mrs. Janney, whose mother, 
Mrs. Henry Carnegie Phipps, campaigns the

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eminently successful Wheatley Stable, won the 
ladies’ division of the amateur judging contest. 
When Mrs. Janney’s seven-year-old daughter 
Sally came forward to accept the silver plate, 
she announced very proudly: "Mommy copied 
my card." 

There may have been poetic license in the 
little girl’s "acceptance speech," but it prompted 
one to wonder if such really was the case, for 
the Janneys are one of the most horsewise of 
all Maryland families. 

Stuart Symington Janney, Jr., who resides on 
his 400-acre farm in Glyndon, is a member of 
The Jockey Club, former chairman of the Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission, former master of the 
Green Spring Hounds, past president and cur¬ 
rently a director of the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers’ Association. 

Those whose association with the Thorough¬ 
bred go back more than a few years will recall 
Stuart Janney, Jr., as one of the most success¬ 
ful and fearless of cross-country riders. His 
feats aboard timber racing’s mighty Winton 


have become almost legendary in his own time. 

Winton was sired and foaled (1934) on the 
Eastern Shore. The son of Belli Casus, a re¬ 
mount sire who for a number of years stood 
near Chestertown, was out of Rosequartz, by 
Trap Rock, one of the early mares in the once 
flourishing stud of Mrs. Helena A. Raskob. 

Winton did not race on the flat, being pur¬ 
chased as a hunting prospect from Louis Camp¬ 
bell by Janney’s uncle, the late Jervis Spencer, 
Jr. The latter, who won five Maryland Hunt 
Cups and served the State long and honorably 
as chairman of the Racing Commission, 
schooled Winton for a career over timber. Upon 
Mr. Spencer’s death, the bay gelding parsed into 
the hands of his nephew and star pupil. 

Under Stuart Janney, Jr.’s guidance Winton 
won 12 of 14 races over timber. In 1942 Win¬ 
ton and Janney swept all before them, winning 
the My Lady’s Manor Point to Point, the Grand 
National and Maryland Hunt Cup. Following 
a tour of duty at Tarawa, Saipan, Tinian and 
Leyte Gulf as a captain in the Marine Corps,

Janney returned to riding and scored another 
triple aboard Wiinton in 1946. The following 
spring he added still more victories in the My 
Lady’s Manor and Hunt Cup, winning the latter 
for the third time! 

Janney, who is a descendant of Ellin North, 
the first white child born in Maryland, gradu¬ 
ated from Gilman Country School in 1925; 
from Princeton, where he was Phi Beta Kappa, 
in 1929; and from Harvard Law School, where 
he was an associate editor of the Harvard Law 
Review, in 1932. 

A son of the late Stuart S. Janney, law part¬ 
ner of Governor Albert C. Ritchie, Janney, Jr. 
was admitted to the bar in 1932 and for many 
years practiced as an associate in the firm of 
Venable, Baetjer and Howard. 


Janney succeeded George P. Mahoney as 
chairman of the Maryland Racing Commission 
in 1947. He resigned in April 1949 after 
Governor Preston Lane ignored the commis¬ 
sion’s recommendations concerning a program 
of increased racing. 

Editorializing on Janney’s sudden and regret¬ 
ted departure from the commission, the Balti¬ 
more Sun said: " . . . . The State cannot com¬ 
mand the services of superior men if the 
Governor walks out on them when cheap poli¬ 
ticians tell him to.” 

In I960 Janney was elected president of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association, and the 
success of his administration manifested itself 
in the treasurer’s report. Striving mainly to shore 
up the association’s financial position, the Jan¬ 
ney tenure laid the groundwork for successor 
Frank A. Bonsai’s bold program of resurgence 
within the Maryland breeding and racing in¬ 
dustry. 

Having served virtually every aspect of the 
State’s Thoroughbred improvement program, 
Mr. Janney retired from the practice of law to 
spend more time with his family—and horses. 
His services and advice are still eagerly sought 
after and valued by the association. 

The Janneys maintain four mares at Locust 
Hill. Bold Irish, dam of Knocklofty, was ac¬ 
quired from the band of highly productive 
Wheatley mares. The daughter of Fighting Fox, 
in addition to Knocklofty, has produced the 
$100,000 winner The Irishman (now at stud 
at Catesby Clay’s Runnymede Farm, Paris, Ky.), 
the stakes-placed Leix, and the winners Bold 
Player and Termerity. 

Temerity was the first foal from Bold Irish 
that was bred by the Janneys. They sold the 
daughter of Saggy as a broodmare prospect at 
Delaware Park last summer. Bold Irish, whose 
dam Erin produced eleven winners, including 
the Pimlico Futurity winner Bold Irishman, the 
Interborough Handicap winner Eire, the Fash¬ 
ion winner Mag Mull, and others, slipped twins 
the year following Knocklofty’s foaling. She

dropped a Native Dancer filly this season and 
was returned to the Gray Ghost. 

The other Locust Hill mares are Charmed 
Circle, Step Over and Vowed. Charmed Circle, 
a daughter of Great Circle, has a Double Brandy 
foal at foot and is pledged to * Monte Carlo. 
Step Over, by *Ambiorix, barren this year, 
goes to The Irishman. The mare has yearling 
and two-year-old fillies. 

Dedicates daughter Vowed, who lost her 
first foal, is booked to * Midnight Sun. 

Knocklofty was foaled March 30, I960 at 
Locust Hill. Being a son of Bold Irish, Janney 
thought it appropriate that the colts name have 
an Irish connotation. He therefore was named 
after an estate in Ireland owned by a family 
friend, the Earl of Donoughmore. Since the 
word "knock” in Gaelic means mountain there 
is an added significance, for Parnassus (the 
sire) is named for the mountain range in Pho- 
cis, Greece. In Greek mythology Parnassus was 
celebrated as the home of Apollo’s worship, and 
as a haunt for the Muses. 

Knocklofty was brought to the races at Dela¬ 
ware Park last June by Trainer Frank (Dow¬ 
ney) Bonsai. He finished fourth in maiden 
company in his debut, then bucked in his next 
start —also at Delaware—while finishing fifth 
to such good colts as Swoonen, Sky Wonder and 
Viking Spirit. 

His shins troubled him throughout the sum¬ 
mer, and at Atlantic City it was decided to 
geld Knocklofty to rid him of a display of stud- 
dishness. Returned to the races at Laurel in 
October, he was beaten a head by Moss Neck, 
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then broke his maiden on opening day at 
Pimlico. 

In two subsequent races at Pimlico he finished 
second to Mako and Senator B., respectively, 
convincing Bonsai that Knocklofty was more 
than a run-of-mine two-year-old. 

Wintering at Camden, South Carolina, 
Knocklofty thrived, filling out his rather ample 
frame and settling in disposition. The writer 
stopped by Bonsai’s Camden barn in early Feb¬ 
ruary for a look at Mongo. Preoccupied with 
Mongo, I had overlooked Knocklofty. But 
Charles Truesdale was not long in giving the 
devil his due. He did not mince his words 
when he predicted that Knocklofty would win 
the Maryland Derby. 

A few weeks later Knocklofty was at Bowie 
for the Annapolis Stakes. He took Bonny John¬ 
ny’s best punches and nailed him on the post 
while under a hard drive. It was an eye-catching 
performance for a three-year-old fresh from 
winter quarters. His time for the seven fur¬ 
longs was 1:24 2/5 on a good track. 

The Prince George’s, at a mile and a six¬ 
teenth and the gelding’s next start, was as fine 
a horserace as one could wish to see. Knock¬ 
lofty and Might and Main, the latter fresh 
from a good accounting of himself at Santa 
Anita, hooked up hammer and tongs almost 
from the bell and raced as a team virtually 
throughout. At 118, and in receipt of three 
pounds from the Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes win¬ 
ner Might and Main, Knocklofty survived one 
of Jockey Tommy Lee’s most punishing rides 
to win by a neck.

The gelding still must prove his mark in 
open stakes competition (both the Annapolis 
and Prince George’s are restricted to Maryland- 
breds), but one shouldn’t have to wait long for 
a more searching determination of Knocklofty s 
class. He is well staked at Laurel and has been 
nominated for both the Preakness and Belmont 
Stakes, as well. If all goes well, he may appear 
in the Chesapeake Stakes, the route that led to 
a Preakness victory for Brandywine Stable’s 
Greek Money last year. There also is the pos¬ 
sibility that he may run in either the Senatorial 
Stakes on Saturday, April 27, or the Maryland 
Derby, May 1. 

The manner in which Bonsai’s charges have 
been winning this year makes it appear more 
than mere possibility that Knocklofty will prove 
worthy of classics consideration.

Nickel Boy, that grand old campaigner, won 
the richest older horse Maryland-bred race of 
the Bowie meeting, scoring by a half-length 
over Alias in the $15,000-added Potomac Hand¬ 
icap last month. 

John A. Manfuso’s All Brandy was installed 
7-10 favorite in the mile and a sixteenth test, 
but she finished only third in the four-horse 
field. 

With only four horses in the race (Old 
Nassau was scratched), the Potomac was run 
without show betting and was carded as the 
third event on the program. 

Nickel Boy’s earlier races this year had been 
ineffectual, but his opposition was considerably 
less pretentious in the Potomac. He had been 
competing against such as Mongo, Bronze Babu, 
Hitting Away and Sunrise Flight in his previous 
1963 starts. 
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Max Gluck, present owner of the 8-year-old 
gelding, acquired Nickel Boy in 1959 for 
$20,000 in a claiming race.

Dr. Knapp Appointed 

Dr. David C. Knapp has been appointed as¬ 
sociate director of a nationwide study of Ameri¬ 
can colleges of agriculture including teaching, 
research and extension, University of Maryland 
officials announced last month. 

Headed by Dr. Charles E. Kellogg, of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture Soil Conserva¬ 
tion Service, the study was started in December 
because of vast national and international 
changes which have occurred in farming and 
related industries. It is being supported by the 
Carnegie Corporation of New York. 

Dr. Knapp comes to the University of Mary¬ 
land from Harvard University where he had a 
fellowship for advanced study of natural re¬ 
sources policy. This was during a sabbatical 
leave from the University of New Hampshire 
as dean of the College of Arts and Sciences. 

The newly appointed associate director ob¬ 
tained a B. A. degree from Syracuse University 
in 1947, and M.A. degree in 1948 and a Ph D 
degree in 1953 from the University of Chicago. 
He was awarded a Fulbright fellowship to 
study forest policy in Finland during 1959. 
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New Registration Date 

The deadline for registration of foals at the 
minimum $30 fee has been changed from 
October 31st to September 30th of the year of 
birth. This change is effective immediately and 
applies to foals of 1963 and subsequent years. 

The official rule, No. 61 of the Rules of 
Racing, now reads as follows: 

’ Except as provided in Rule 65, horses 
foaled in the United States or its posses¬ 
sions, Canada, Cuba or Mexico must be 
registered with the Registration office be¬ 
fore October 1st of the year in which they 
are foaled.” 

Delaware Is Cited

G ALLORETTE, regarded by many horsemen 
as the greatest race mare ever produced in 
this country, was voted first place in the first 
annual poll of all-time Maryland-bred cham¬ 
pions conducted last month by the Laurel Race 
Course. 

The poll, which sought to establish the five 
all-time best Maryland-breds, resulted in a sec¬ 
ond place finish for Challedon who gave Gallor- 
ette a strong battle for first. 

Both Gallorette and Challedon were foaled 
at the Glade Valley Farm near Walkersville. 
Both were by * Challenger II out of *Sir Galla- 
had III mares and both raced for the late 
William L. Brann. 

Gallorette was accorded first place in Dela¬ 
ware Park’s filly and mare hall of fame some 
years ago, while Challedon was voted America’s 
horse of the year in 1939 and 1940. 

Others selected by the sports writers who 
voted in the Laurel Maryland-bred poll were 
Elkridge, Find and Vertex. 

Elkridge was bred by Joseph F. Flanagan, 
who is steward for the Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission. This remarkable steeplechaser did most 
of his racing for Kent Miller. He earned $230,- 
680, which, at the time of his retirement, was 
an all-time money earning’s record for a jumper. 

Find, a winner of $803,615, was bred by 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt. The Sagamore Farm 
gelding raced for Mr. Vanderbilt throughout 
his long career. 

Vertex was foaled at Samuel M. Pistorio’s 
Pistorio Farm near Ellicott City. He was bred 
by F. A. Piarulli and raced for Mr. Piarulli 
and Joseph J. Brunetti. 
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Laurel officials report that Gallorette was 
named on every ballot received in the poll. 
No other horse was so honored by the sports 
writers.

Elkridge was the finest steeplechaser ever bred 
in Maryland, and, at the time of his retirement, 
his earnings of $230,680 constituted an all- 
time worlds record for a jumper. During his 
long and successful career Elkridge started in 
123 races and came home the winner on 31 
occasions. Noted for his sureness of foot, Elk¬ 
ridge rarely fell or lost his rider. Elkridge, ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Miller, was never happy unless 
he was at the race track. Retired to the farm 
after his distinguished career ended, Elkridge 
went off his feed, lost weight and became list¬ 
less. His spirits picked up, however, when Mr. 
Miller diagnosed his ailment: "homesickness’' 
for the tracks. Kent brought Elkridge back to 
the races as a stable pony. It was, indeed, a 
strange sight to see this winner of over $200,- 


000 being used to "pony” younger Thorough¬ 
breds—but the humble job made Elkridge hap-

Challedon, foaled at the Glade Valley Farm, is 
the only Maryland-bred ever to be voted Amer¬ 
ica’s horse-of-the-year. He was twice honored 
with this award, gaining the laurels in 1939 and 
1940. Winner of the 1939 renewal of the Preak- 
ness (he was the first Maryland-bred to win the 
Preakness since Sly Fox in 1898 and no Mary- 
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land-bred has since captured the race), Challe¬ 
don finished second to Johnstown that year in 
the Kentucky Derby and did not compete in 
the Belmont Stakes. After Challedon completed 
his 3-year-old campaign, John (Salvator) Her- 
vey, one of America’s keenest students of rac¬ 
ing, made this comment: ’'It is the belief of the 
great majority of Turfmen—and a reasoned one 
—that Challedon ... is one of the greatest 
Thoroughbreds ever seen in this country. This 
opinion embraces all horses of our entire Turf 
history, from 'the earliest date to the present 
day/ and barring none, even the mightiest, 
whose names, in the words of the poet, for¬ 
ever echo 'down the corridors of time’.” During 
his career, Challedon made 44 starts, won 20 
races and earned $334,660. When retired, he 
was the worlds 6th greatest money-winner.

Describing Vertex, who was foaled at Pistorio 
Farm, in the 1959 edition of "American Race 
Horses," J. A. Estes wrote: "At the time of his 
injury (1959) Vertex had no rival in the East, 
and the only older horses of comparable stature 
in the country were Round Table and Hillsdale, 
both in California . . . Even with his tender 
feet, however, he had to be ranked among the 
best runners of recent years. 

"Vertex was a good-sized, long-bodied, well- 
mfuscled horse, distinctively handsome in ap¬ 
pearance with a rich dark chestnut color. He 
was probably the best representative of the 
Swynford line through *St. Germans since 
Twenty Grand, which flourished at the begin¬ 
ning of the 1930’s.” 

In another passage from the same edition of 
"American Race Horses,” Mr. Estes said: "Ver¬ 
tex left horsemen wondering what he might 
have done if he had been sound . . . what he 
lacked in soundness and good luck was com¬ 
pensated by his class and courage and by the 
patience of his young trainer . . . when an 
injury terminated his career, he had no rival 
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on the morning side of the Rocky Mountains.”

Fourteen Maryland Thoroughbred breeding 
farms will be open for public inspection on 
Sunday, April 28, in an effort to promote the 
States horse industry. 

The open house program was suggested by 
the Laurel race track which will stage the $20,- 
000-added Maryland Derby on Wednesday, May 
1. The Maryland Derby is restricted to Mary¬ 
land-bred 3-year-olds and is a Maryland Fund 
race. 


Chosen by Laurel for the open house 
visits were the following farms: 

Glade Valley Farm, near Walkersville; 
Sagamore Farm, near Glyndon; Glenangus 
Farm, near Bel Air; Wood lawn Farm, 
near Ellicott City; Windy Hills Farm, 
near Westminster; Pistorio Farm, near 
Ellicott City; Country Life Farm, near 
Bel Air; Woodstock Farm, near Chesa¬ 
peake City; Hill-N-Dale Farm, near 
Laurel; Rosemont Farm, near Port De¬ 
posit; Worthington Farm, near Glyndon; 
Stymie Manor Farm, near Monkton; 
Merryland Farm, near Hydes; Hillside 
Farm, near Bowie. 


The owners of all 14 farms expressed a 
complete willingness to open their nurseries to 
the public, and the only restriction stated on 
visiting hours was a Sagamore request that the 
public come between the hours of 1 and 3 P.M. 

It is at Sagamore that the great stallion 
Native Dancer stands. 

Sagamore is also the home of the retired 
gelding Find who was voted one of the five 
best Maryland-breds of all-time in the poll 
conducted last month by the Laurel track. 

Sagamore is owned by Alfred G. Vanderbilt. 
Harold H. Ferguson is farm manager. 

Glade Valley Farm is the establishment at 
which both Gallorette and Challedon were 
foaled. Gallorette and Challedon were voted 
the two best Maryland-breds of all-time in the 
Laurel poll. 

Owned now by a three-man corporation, 
Glade Valley is managed by Dr. Robert A. 
Leonard, who is also one of the farm’s owners. 

Such stallions as Martins Rullah, Panacean 
and Navy Brass can be inspected at Glade 
Valley. 

Larry MacPhail’s Glenangus Farm houses 
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Saggy, the sire of Carry Back. Other Glenangus 
stallions include * Hesiod, *Sea Charger, Gen¬ 
eral Staff and Yank. 

Mrs. Richard C. duPont’s Woodstock Farm 
is the home of Kelso, the greatest gelding ever 
produced in this country. There are no stallions 
at Woodstock, but Mrs. duPont has one of the 
finest broodmare bands in America. 

The Woodlawn Farm is operated by Mr. and 
Mrs. Richard B. Edgar and Mr. and Mrs. C. 
Oliver Goldsmith. The stallions Prince Dare 
and Idolater can be inspected at this growing 
nursery founded by the late Walter A. Edgar, 
father of Mrs. Goldsmith and Mr. Edgar. 

Windy Hills Farm is owned by Thomas R. 
O’Farrell. At this Westminster farm stand the 
stallions Sky Clipper, Spartan Valor, Call Over 
and *Brunetto. 

The Pistorio Farm, owned by Samuel M. 
Pistorio, is the home of Tuscany, * Monte Carlo 
and Rejected. George Thomas is resident farm 
manager. 

Country Life Farm is operated by the brothers 
John and Joe Pons, sons of the farm’s founder, 
the late Adolphe Pons. The Country Life stal¬ 
lions include Divine Comedy, Crasher, Isendu, 
Occupy and Dark Ruler. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ephraim Winer’s Hill-N-Dale 
Farm houses no stallions, but the immaculately 
maintained nursery has an excellent group of 
broodmares. 

Rosemont Farm, managed by Roy Simmons, 
has three stallions—Assorted, Bare Foot Boy 
and Clear Fork. All three horses are standing 
their first season in Maryland.

$15,000 Walden Is For 2-Year-Olds 


Newest stake event to join the roster of 
Maryland-bred Fund races is the $15,000-added 
Walden which will be run May 17 at Pimlico 
for Maryland-bred 2-year-olds. 

The five-furlong test is one of four Maryland- 
bred Fund races which will be run during Pim¬ 
lico’s 12-day spring meeting (May 4-May 18). 

The Walden Stakes, inaugurated in 1907, 
was a feature of Pimlico’s autumn meetings 
until 1948. 

Its revival on the spring calendar is particu¬ 
larly appropriate, inasmuch as the race honors 
the memory of R. Wyndham Walden, who in 
the latter part of the last century, trained seven 
Preakness winners, still a record for the classic. 

R. Wyndham Walden founded Bowling 
Brook Farm, Middleburg, Maryland in 1878. It 
was from this celebrated Carroll County nursery 
that he sent out the Preakness winners of 1875 
(Tom Ochiltree), 1878 (Duke of Magenta), 
1879 (Harold), 1880 (Grenada), 1881 (Saun- 
terer), 1882 (Vanguard), and 1888 (Refund). 

A molder of men as well as horses, Walden 
was responsible for the early training of Max 
Hirsch, one of the most celebrated conditioners 
of today. Hirsch, who was later to train the 
Triple Crown winner Assault, went to work 
for Walden as an exercise boy at the age of 
12 . 

At the time of Walden’s death in 1905 it 
was said that he had sent to the post more 
great race winners than any two trainers in 
the history of this and the English turf put 
together. In an era when purse monies were 
negligible, he saddled the winners of over a 
million dollars and won every important stakes 
in the East. 

Walden’s son, Robert, saddled the 1899 Ken¬ 
tucky Derby winner Manuel and for manv years 
was a director and vice president of Pimlico. 

Many of the turf’s greatest performers won 
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renewals of the Walden, including Reigh Count 
and his son Count Fleet, Whirlaway, Alsab and 
Fervent. 

Nominations to the Walden, at $10 each, 
close Monday, April 15. 

Pimlico's Other Stakes 

A program of four stakes events, worth 
$200,000 and representing an 11 per cent in¬ 
crease over last spring, has been scheduled for 
Pimlico’s May 4—May 18 meeting. 

Highlight of the 148th meeting at Pimlico 
will be the $150,000-added Preakness Stakes, 
set for renewal on Saturday, May 18. The Preak¬ 
ness, middle jewel of the Triple Crown, at¬ 
tracted 140 nominations at the time of closing 
on February 15, but late-developing colts may 
be made eligible by payment of the $10,000 
supplemental fee on or before Thursday, May 
16 . 

Also featured on the spring stakes program 
will be the $15,000 Riggs Handicap, the $20,- 
000 Black-Eyed Susan Stakes and the $15,000 
Walden Stakes. 

The Riggs, for three-year-olds and up, will 
be decided on the infield turf course at a mile 
and a sixteenth. The lucrative stakes program 
gets under way on opening day, May 4, with 
the Riggs renewal. 

The following Saturday, May 11, will find a 
field of the nation’s top three-year-old fillies 
vying for the Black-Eyed Susan Stakes, distaff 
counterpart of the Preakness. The $20,000 
Black-Eyed Susan is run at a mile and a six¬ 
teenth.

$121,000 Is Spent At Bowie 


The Maryland Fund Program at Bowie re¬ 
sulted in distribution of $121,750 to owners 
and breeders of Maryland-bred horses. 

As provided by law, .34 per cent of the total 
mutuel handle is allocated to the Maryland 
Fund Program. Total mutuel handle for the 40- 
day meeting was $42,246,019. The Maryland 
Fund allocation (.34 per cent of $42,246,019) 
was $143,636.47. 

The difference between money allocated 
($143,636.47) and money spent ($121,750) 
was $21,886.47. This balance will be carried 
over to 1964 for use at Bowie during that 
meeting. 

The Maryland Fund Committee (consisting 
of Carle A. Jackson, Frank J. Brady, John M. 
Heil, Stuart S. Janney Jr. and Snowden Carter) 
had expected a carry-over to 1964 on this first 
Maryland Fund program offered at Bowie. 

The anticipated difficulty was that the higher 
class races would not fill as well at Bowie during 
February as they had at Laurel and Pimlico 
during more temperate weather last fall. 

But the committee was reluctant to lower its 
standards until at least one meeting had been 
completed. It seems safe to assume that many 
of the Fund races at Bowie next year will be 
written for cheaper horses. 

Another change in the 1964 program will 
undoubtedly be an increase in the value of the 
$10,000 stakes to $15,000. 

The stakes during the Bowie meeting were 
well-supported, but the allowance and higher- 
class claiming events rarely filled. 


A frequent criticism levelled at the Fund 
Committee during the Bowie meeting was the 
paucity of filly and mare races. 

The Committee was aware of this short¬ 
coming and had done all in its power to pro¬ 
gram more filly and mare races. But the simple 
truth was that races restricted to the distaff di¬ 
vision didn’t draw a sufficient number of en¬ 
trants to be carded. 

The prospects for Bowie’s 1964 meeting 
should be enough to intrigue any owner with 
a Maryland-bred in his stable. 

Not only will next year’s meeting generate 
an amount proportionate to the 1963 total but 
to that money will be added the $21,000 carry¬ 
over from this year’s meeting. 


Open Race Bonuses 

Breeders of Maryland-bred horses re¬ 
ceived $16,625 in 'open race” breeder 
bonuses during the Bowie meeting. These 
bonuses are in addition to the Maryland 
Fund Program bonuses. When added to 
the Maryland Fund bonuses ($10,212.50 
for breeders and $3,325.00 for stallion 
owners), the "open race” breeder bonuses 
bring the total Maryland bonus allocation 
at Bowie to $30,162.50. For a complete 
breakdown on the "open race” bonus pay¬ 
ments made at Bowie, see page 65.

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A True Story 

Told By Ardell Russell 

The Colt With The Broken Leg 


It was on a bleak cold day late in March 
1961, that I first saw the bay colt. We had 
ventured out on the snow covered streets in 
answer to an ad in the city paper which read: 
"For sale: Bay yearling Hanover-bred stud and 
a chestnut Thoroughbred gelding 8 yrs old. 

After reaching the farm and treading through 
a snow covered field to the barn, I mounted 
and tried both horses. I was more impressed 
by the Thoroughbred because I wanted some¬ 
thing to show that season, (my mare was old 
and too stiff for another season of jumping) 
but my heart went out to the bay colt. In the 
end, Dad wound up writing a check for both 
horses. 

The bay colt, which I named Bali Hai, 
turned out to be quite a buy. At the present 


time he stands 15-2 hands, is wide across the 
chest, deep through the heart and short through 
the back. He’s a blood bay with a blaze face 
and a white sock on his near hind leg. 

In June, right after school was out, I started 
saddle training him and just two weeks later 
entered him in his first show. I felt that he had 
advanced enough where a hack class or two 
would do him good and the spring schooling 
shows were just about over, so off we went. 

Well, he really surprised us all that day, 
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winning a 2nd and a 3rd out of three classes. 

The rest is in the records (4-H that is); out 
of 33 classes at 9 shows he placed in 22, win¬ 
ning 4 firsts, 8 seconds, 7 thirds, and 3 fourths. 

On May 12, 1962, he was running in his 
paddock and as he headed for the barn he 
turned to come back and slipped; all of his 
weight falling on his near fore leg. The pastern 
was smashed, but that wasn’t the end of him. 

A local veterinarian, Dr. Fred T. Lewis, went 
to work and performed a miracle. By June 15th 
he was out of splints and just wearing bandages. 
By August 2nd he was out of the bandages and 
on September 8th he was turned out for the 
first time in four months. 

He raced up the length of the eight-acre field 
and back and then jumped the fence as if to 


say: "Look ma, I can still do it!” 

This isn’t the end of the bay colt’s story. The 
date is March 12, 1963 and I can ride him now. 
He’s sore (from the muscles being idle so 
long), but there isn’t a trace of stiffness, so 
maybe, just maybe, we’ll be back in the show 
ring together. 

Even if he never gets back, there’s always 
a chance that his "get” will get there, thanks 
to three things: (1) advanced equine research, 
(2) a great veterinarian, and (3) the colt’s 
stout heart.

Lewis, of Ellicott City, was the veterinarian who treat¬ 
ed him and a grand job he did of it. 

I T ve been riding the colt since about February 28 and hope to start 
showing him in under saddle classes by July. 

Meanwhile he will stand this season at a fee of $30 and a special 
fee of $15 to 4-H projects.

M.H.B.A. Directors Propose 
Membership To Act on Them 

The Proposed By-Laws Follow: 


1. MEMBERS. 

A. Persons, partnerships, firms and corpora¬ 
tions who have been, are, or are likely to become 
interested in the breeding and improvement of 
horses may be admitted to membership under 
one of the following classifications: 

(1) Breeder-owner membership, which 
shall be open only to breeders of 
horses in Maryland and which shall 
carry full voting privileges; or 

(2) Associate membership, which shall be 
open to all who are interested in 
horses but which shall carry no vot¬ 
ing privileges. 

B. The Board of Directors shall appoint a 
Membership Committee who shall have the ini¬ 
tial responsibility of inquiring into the qualifi¬ 
cations of the applicant. 

C. Applications for membership shall be 
made in writing to the Secretary; shall state the 
name, place of residence, business or occupa¬ 
tion of the applicant, and shall be signed by two 
members of the Association whose signatures 
shall be deemed to vouch for the applicant’s 
respectability, integrity, and sincerity of pur¬ 
pose. All applications must be accompanied by 
the applicable membership dues for the year 
during which application is accepted, and there 
will be no proration of membership dues for 
periods less than one full year in duration. The 
Secretary shall submit all applications received 
to the Membership Committee for approval 
or rejection. If the application is approved by 
the unanimous vote of the Membership Com¬ 
mittee, the applicant thereupon becomes a 
member of the Association. If the unanimous 
approval of the Membership Committee is not 
obtained, the application shall be referred to 
the Board of Directors for further action at 
a future meeting of the Board. If the Board 
of Directors, by a vote of two-thirds or more 
of the Directors present, shall approve the 
application, the applicant thereupon becomes 
a member of the Association. If such two- 
thirds vote of the Directors present is not ob¬ 
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tained, the applicant is rejected for member¬ 
ship and his tendered membership dues shall 
be returned to him by the Secretary. Appli¬ 
cations from rejected candidates for member¬ 
ship shall not be received within six months of 
such final rejection, and the Secretary shall 
retain the applications of all candidates in the 
Association records. 

D. Any member convicted by any consti¬ 
tuted judicial proceeding of an offense involv¬ 
ing moral turpitude or any member who shall 
be ruled off the turf in this or any other state 
or country, after January I, 1929, or any mem¬ 
ber guilty of gross misconduct, either as a turf¬ 
man or as a citizen, or any member who vio¬ 
lates the provisions of this Association’s Arti¬ 
cles of Incorporation and By-Laws shall be liable 
to censure, suspension, or expulsion. Charges 
against a member must be made in writing 
and delivered to the Secretary, who shall im¬ 
mediately deliver a copy to the President of 
the Association and to the accused. Delivery 
to the accused of such copy shall be deemed 
made if mailed by certified mail to the accused 
at his last known address, as shown on the As¬ 
sociation’s records. The Board of Directors 
shall investigate the charges but shall take no 
action thereon until the accused has been given 
ample opportunity to be heard and in no event 
within ten days of the delivery of a copy of 
the charges to the accused. The Board of Di¬ 
rectors shall first determine and report whether 
the charge or charges are sustained. If no charge 
is sustained, no further action shall be taken 
and the accused shall be so notified. If one or 
more of the charges made are sustained, the 
Board of Directors may, in its discretion, cen¬ 
sure, suspend for a definite time, or expel the 
accused. Censure or suspension shall require 
a two-thirds vote of the Directors present and 
voting, and expulsion shall require a three- 
fourths vote of the Directors present and vot¬ 
ing. Any member suspended for a definite 
time shall be reinstated at the expiration of 
that time without action on his part or on 
the part of the Association. Neither censure, 
suspension nor expulsion shall require the 
tender to the accused by the Association of

membership dues or any part thereof paid 
by the accused to the Association. 

E. The Annual Meeting of the members shall 
be held during the month of May in each year, 
or during such other month as may be fixed 
by the Board of Directors. The date, place, and 
time of such meeting shall be determined by the 
Board of Directors. At such Annual Meeting, 
the members shall elect a Board of Directors 
for the ensuing year and shall transact such 
other business as may properly come before the 
meeting. Forty members shall constitute a 
quorum and, except for voting for Directors 
outlined in G below, the vote of a majority of 
any quorum shall be sufficient to pass upon 
any measure within the power of the majority 
of the members. 

F. Voting for Directors shall be by written 
ballot. At least ten days prior to the voting date, 
the Association shall give each member a bal¬ 
lot listing those eligible for election, with a 
sealable envelope marked "for your ballot” and 
with a return envelope addressed to the Associa¬ 
tion. The voting member shall indicate his 
choices for Directors on his ballot in accordance 
with the instructions thereon but shall not 
sign the ballot. The ballot shall then be placed 
in the marked envelope and the envelope shall 
be signed by the voting member and sealed. 
The signed and sealed envelope containing 
the ballot may then be returned to the As¬ 
sociation in the return envelope supplied or 
may be returned at the meeting at which the 
voting occurs. A signed and sealed envelope 
containing a ballot and returned to the As¬ 
sociation prior to the meeting may be with¬ 
drawn by the voting member and substitution 
made therefor at any time up to 24 hours 
prior to the scheduled meeting hour but may 
not be withdrawn after within 24 hours of 
the scheduled meeting hour. Those persons re¬ 
ceiving the largest plurality of votes cast shall 
be deemed elected as Directors whether or not 
such plurality represents a majority of votes 
cast. All ties shall be resolved by reference to 
seniority of membership of those involved, with 
that member having the longer or longest 
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period of continuous membership in the As¬ 
sociation being declared elected. In case of 
equality of periods of continuous membership, 
the drawing of lots shall determine which 
person is elected. 

G. Each member entitled to vote shall be 
given ten days’ written notice of the place, date 
and hour of any general or special meeting of 
the members and, in case of special or extra¬ 
ordinary meetings, such notice shall state brief¬ 
ly the business to be transacted thereat. All 
notices and all ballots shall be given to each 
member by leaving the same with such mem¬ 
ber or at such member’s residence or usual place 
of business, or by mailing it postage prepaid and 
addressed to such member at such member’s 
address as it appears among the records of 
the Association. A notice printed in any bulle¬ 
tin published by the Association which is sent 
to all members shall be considered full com¬ 
pliance with this section. 

H. Special or extraordinary meetings of the 
members may be called by the President or the 
majority of the Board of Directors, or by a ma¬ 
jority of the Executive Committee upon ten 
days’ notice stating the place, date and hour 
of such meeting and the business proposed to 
be transacted thereat. Upon a request in writ¬ 
ing signed by twenty members stating the pur¬ 
pose of the meeting and being delivered to the 
President, or Secretary, or any Director, it shall 
be the duty of such President, Secretary, or 
Director to call forthwith a meeting of the 
members, and notice thereof, including the 
place, date and hour of such meeting, shall be 
given as required for all special meetings. 

I. Each member, when entitled to vote, shall 
be entitled to one vote. Partnerships, firms, and 
corporations holding membership shall only be 
entitled to one vote for each such partnership, 
firm, and corporation, and when elected to mem¬ 
bership, they shall be required to notify the Sec¬ 
retary in writing of the member of the part¬ 
nership or firm or the office of the corporation 
who shall represent the partnership, firm, or 
corporation, and be entitled to cast its vote at 
any meeting of the members.

J. At all meetings of members, any member 
may vote either in person or by proxy. No 
proxy which is dated more than three months 
before the meeting to which it is offered shall 
be accepted unless such proxy on its face name 
a longer period for which it is to remain in 
force. Every proxy shall be in writing and 
dated but need not be sealed, witnessed, nor 
acknowledged. All proxies shall be filed with 
the Secretary at or before the meeting. Members 
present by proxy are to be counted in deter¬ 
mining whether or not a quorum is present for 
any meeting of the members. 

K. If at any meeting of the members there 
shall not be a quorum present, those members 
present shalll have the power to adjourn the 
meeting to a stated date not less than fifteen 
days from the date of such adjourned meeting, 
such reconvened meeting to be held at the hour 
and at the place designated for the adjourned 
meeting.

L. Membership dues for breeder-owner mem¬ 
bership are now Ten Dollars ($10.00) per 
year, and for associate membership are now 
Two Dollars ($2.00) per year. Membership 
dues, however, may be increased or decreased by 
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the Board of Directors as to either or both 
categories of membership. Membership dues 
paid by a newly elected member shall be for the 
year in which said member is elected and there 
shall be no proration of such dues. There¬ 
after, membership dues shall become due and 
payable on the first of January in each year. 
Any member who shall fail to pay his annual 
dues by March first of any year shall be sus¬ 
pended without action on the part of the As¬ 
sociation. A member suspended for non-pay¬ 
ment of dues shall be restored to full mem¬ 
bership on payment of all dues and indebted¬ 
ness however incurred to the Association, in¬ 
cluding dues accruing during such member’s 
suspension and before such members expul¬ 
sion.

If any Director 
shall be removed by the members of the As¬ 
sociation and the resultant vacancy is not filled 
by appointment by such members, then the re¬ 
maining Directors may elect a successor Di¬ 
rector to serve the unexpired portion of such 
term. 

C. Regular meetings and special meetings of 
the Directors shall be held at such place, date 
and hour as shall be determined by the Presi¬ 
dent subject to D below.

The President shall preside at all meetings of 
the Board of Directors, and at all of the meet¬ 
ings of the members. Subject to the approval, 
direction or authorization of the Board of 
Directors (or Executive Committee), he shall 
have general charge and care of the business 
and property of the Corporation; appoint and 
discharge employees and agents of the Corpo¬ 
ration and determine their compensation, if 
any; execute all authorized contracts and agree¬ 
ments; and do and perform all acts which are 
incident to the office of President or authorized 
or required by law. 

The President shall also have the authority 
to appoint all such committees other than the 
Membership Committee and Executive Com¬ 
mittee, which appointments shall be subject to 
the approval of the Board of Directors.

D. Secretary-Treasurer 

The Secretary-Treasurer shall be ex-officio 
Secretary of the Board of Directors and all 
standing committees; shall give or cause to be 
given all required notices of meeting of mem¬ 
bers and directors, and shall keep accurate 
records of the business transacted at such 
meetings in a book or books to be kept for 
that purpose; he shall have custody of the Seal 
of the Corporation and shall affix the same 
to any instrument when duly authorized to do 
so, and attest the same; he shall keep full and 
accurate accounts of receipts and disburse-

merits in books belonging to the Corporation, 
and shall deposit all moneys and other valuable 
effects in the name and to the credit of the 
Corporation, in such depositories as may be 
designated by the Board of Directors (or Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee). He shall disburse the 
funds of the Corporation as may be ordered 
by the Board, taking proper vouchers for such 
disbursements, and shall render to the Pres¬ 
ident and Directors at the regular meetings of 
the Board, and wenever they may require it, 
an account of all his transactions as Secretary- 
Treasurer, and of the financial condition of the 
Corporation; he shall countersign all bonds 
of the Corporation and he shall perform such 
other duties as may be assigned him by the 
president and Board of Directors. 

E. Officers Pro Tem. 

In the absence of any officer or in case of his 
inability to act, the Board of Directors may dele¬ 
gate his powers and duties to any other officer 
or any Director for the time being. 


4. EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE. 

The Board of Directors may, if it deems prop¬ 
er, elect from its members an Executive Com¬ 
mittee which, unless otherwise provided by the 
Board of Directors, shall act until the Annual 
Meeting of the members following their elec¬ 
tion. The Executive Committee shall consist 
of a number to be determined by the Board 
of Directors and the President of the Associa¬ 
tion shall be a member thereof.

There may be a General Manager who shall 
have such powers and perform such duties as 
shall belong to or are imposed upon any per¬ 
son exercising the functions of a General Man¬ 
ager of a corporation, subject to such limita¬ 
tions or grant of special powers as the Board 
of Directors (or Executive Committee) may 
from time to time prescribe.

6. FINANCIAL 
MATTERS. 

A. All checks, drafts, and orders for the pay¬ 
ment of money shall be signed by such person 
or persons as may be designated from time to 
time by resolution of the Board of Directors. 

B. All promissory notes, acceptances and 
other evidences of indebtedness shall be signed 
by such person or persons as may be designated 
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from time time by resolution of the Board 
of Directors. 

C. The Association shall be on a calendar 
or fiscal year as determined by the board of di¬ 
rectors. 

D. The Association, through the Board of

8. MEMBERSHIP 
LEDGER. 

A membership ledger containing the names 
and addresses of the members in alphabetical or¬ 
der shall at all times during usual business 
hours be open for the examination of such 
persons as may be entitled thereto by law or by 
these By-Laws. 


9. AMENDMENTS TO 
BY-LAWS.

The Steeplechase Picture: 
Report And Forecast 

(Compiled by National Steeplechase and Hunt Association ) 


PROSPECTS FOR 1963. Major track steeple¬ 
chase programs follow the pattern of recent 
years with several minor changes. Purses for 
stakes and overnights in New York alone will 
amount to over $612,000 with Delaware Park 
and Monmouth Park adding another $135,000 
to the total. Overnight purses at the New York 
tracks will average $4,700, an increase from 
1962, which will result in $6,000 to $7,500 
features being frequently offered for the better 
jumpers. Hunt Meeting purses also are expected 
to rise in 1963, and with the new Tanglewood 
meeting near Winston-Salem, N. C., total dis¬ 
tribution will reach a record total of between 
$135,000 and $140,000. 

DATES. Major track steeplechasing begins at 
Aqueduct on Monday, May 6, and continues 
through the year with The Grand National and 
Temple Gwathmey climaxing the season in 
October at Belmont Park. The principal change 
from former years is that the Belmont Park 
spring schedule extends two additional days 
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and no jumping races are planned for the July 
meeting at Aqueduct. The Spring hunt meeting 
schedule in the Carolinas was changed somewhat 
from recent years. It opened one week later than 
usual with the Carolina Cap races at Camden 
on March 30, The Block House Meeting on 
April 6 at Tryon, N. C., is followed by the 
Stoneybrook meeting at Southern Pines, N. C., 
three weeks later than in previous years. April 
27 is the date for the new meeting at Tangle- 
wood. The revised schedule of dates for the 
Carolinas is based on the growing importance 
of steeplechase racing in that section and its 
independence of horses trained in Virginia and 
Maryland. 

MAJOR TRACK STAKES. The Spring Steeple¬ 
chase, formerly a two ply event at Aqueduct 
and Delaware Park, will be replaced by one 
race, The Spring Steeplechase at Aqueduct 
which is scheduled for Thursday, May 9, and 
which will close on April 15. The National 
Hurdle series will be run as separately closing

races at the Aqueduct spring meeting and at 
Saratoga. The question of the Monmouth Park 
"leg” as well as the Midsummer Hurdle will be 
announced later. The Hitchcock, a two-mile 
brush event formerly run at the July meeting 
at Aqueduct has been scheduled for the spring 
meeting on May 23. Delaware Parks trio of 
brush stakes, The Roby, Georgetown and In¬ 
dian River will again be offered with The Roby 
starting off the jumping program on Monday, 
June 17. 

HUNT MEETINGS. The new meeting at Tan- 
glewood is in the town of Clemmons, N. C. 
about 10 miles from Winston-Salem. A four 
race program is scheduled headed by the $5,000 
added Tanglewood Cup at two miles over brush; 
a $2,000 timber race, a $1,000 secondary brush 
race, and a mile and a quarter turf race. A new 
fixture has been added to the Middleburg, Va. 
meeting. Scheduled for the first day, April 13, 
the race will be named the William C. Langley 
Cup in memory of the late sportsman who had 
a very special interest in Middleburg, and who 
was well known in racing circles as a member 
of the New York State Racing Commission, 
and for many years a member of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association. The Lang- 
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ley will be a two mile brush race with a $2,000 
purse and will complement the Piedmont Cup, 
a two mile, $2,000 added brush handicap, the 
second day of the meeting. The idea for the 
Langley was conceived by Walter D. Fletcher. 

UNITED HUNTS. Will continue subsidy pro¬ 
gram for timber races, resulting in many spring 
post and rail events being upped to $2,000 in 
purse money. 

N. S. & H. A. AFFAIRS. John W. Hanes be¬ 
came the sixth President of the Association in 
January, and is assisted by F. Eugene Dixon, Jr., 
as Vice-President. S. Bryce Wing, President of 
the Association since 1948, was elected to the 
newly created position of Honorary Chairman. 
In accordance with a rotation policy, Messrs. 
Austin A. Brown, William M. Duryea, William

elected to the Board of Stewards at the Annual 
Meeting of the Association. In addition to his 
tour of duty as a Steward, Austin A. Brown was 
elected to the Southeastern District on the 
Hunts Committee.

District, and Donald D. Kennedy, as an ap¬ 
pointment by the Board of Stewards. 

Distinctive buttons for hunt meeting owners, 
trainers, riders and their wives will again be dis¬ 
tributed by the N. S. and H. A. office. Owners 
and trainers who have registered their stables will 
receive buttons shortly. Others will be sent as 
entries are received. Riders’ buttons will be 
issued on receipt of application for license. The 
1963 button is blue and red, the colors of G. 
H. Bostwick, the leading money-winning 
steeplechase owner of 1962. As Mr. Bostwick 
has enjoyed this distinction for two years in 
succession, the current button reverses the color 
arrangement used last year. 

In certain cases, Thoroughbreds which have 
been "Sold Without Pedigree” or The Jockey 
Club registration cancelled, may be eligible for 
a Certificate of Registration for Hunt Race 
Meetings. Details may be obtained from the N. 
S. and H. A. office. 

NEW FENCE. Mention has been made of a 
trend toward a "softer” brush fence. Following 
a long study of this question, the Course Com¬ 
mittee of the N. S. and H. A., working closely 
with officials of the New York Racing Associa¬ 
tion developed an experimental model of what 
has been named a "modified brush fence.” The 


frame for this fence is smaller than the con¬ 
ventional one used at the major tracks. It will 
slope to a greater degree, and when packed 
with cedar will be a more "inviting” fence, and 
one less likely to cause falls, without materially 
affecting the thickness of the upper 12 1 " of the 
fence. Another innovation will be the use of a 
3 Vi rounded synthetic pipe on the take-off 
side in the manner of a guard rail. The modi¬ 
fied fence will be used experimentally at the 
Aqueduct meeting in May.

Another Major Fire 

A fire of major proportions struck the Ca- 
tonsville farm of Elmer and Louis Morsberger 
last month, causing the death of seven Thor¬ 
oughbreds. 

It was the second such fire at the Oak Ridge 
Farm in five years. In 1958 the Morsberger 
brothers lost the good stallion The Rhymer in 
a stable fire. 

Of last month’s fire, Battalion Chief Herbert 
Morsberger said: "It was definitely arson. 
Whether it was intentional or just children 
playing with matches remains to be deter¬ 
mined.” 

A neighbor reported seeing three boys hiding 
near the barn shortly before the fire was 
discovered. 

Destroyed in the fire were two broodmares 
which belonged to the Catonsville druggist, Dr. 
John H. Moss. The mares (Miss Fritz and 
Lynn’s Birthday) were to be bred to Algem, 
the * Royal Gem 2d stallion who stands at the 
Oak Ridge Farm. 

Also lost were Catonsville, (3-year-old geld¬ 
ing;) Thatsatime, (a 2-year-old) and two 
yearlings. 

The Rhymer was fatally burned on Novem¬ 
ber 28, 1958. The stallion, then 20 years old, 
never covered a mare at the Morsberger farm. 
He stood the previous season at Pistorio Farm 
and was to make his first season for the Mors- 
bergers in 1959. 

The Rhymer’s two best sons were Vertex and 
Tuscany. 

Horses And Horsemanship 

The third edition of "Horses and Horseman¬ 
ship” came off the press this month, and, 
as in the previous editions, the book thoroughly 
covers its field. 
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Written by Dr. M. E. Ensminger, "Horses 
and Horsemanship” contains 596 pages. There 
are 234 illustrations in the book. 

Dr. Ensminger is a Missouri born and trained 
horseman who has earned both national and 
international recognition as an authority on 
horses and horsemanship. 

For more than two decades, Dr. Ensminger 
was head of the Animal Science Department 
of Washington State University, where he di¬ 
rected the WSU Hilltop Stables, considered as 
one of the finest light horse breeding establish¬ 
ments in America, managed the famous WSU 
annual horse show, and directed the largest and 
most complete all-breed light horse judging 
school in the nation. 

He has written a number of books and in¬ 
numerable published articles on the subject, 
including the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
bulletin entitled LIGHT HORSES, of which 
150,000 copies were sold on the first printing. 

He was chosen to write the chapter on "The 
Standardbred Horse” in the three-volume Ger¬ 
man HANDBOOK OF ANIMAL BREEDING, 
by Dr. John Hammond of England, Dr. Ivar 
Johansson of Sweden, and Dr. Fritz Haring of 
Germany. 

Dr. Ensminger’s syndicated monthly article, 
"The Stockman’s Guide,” appears in more than 
a score of the country’s most popular horse and 
livestock magazines. 

Shenandoah 

Added money for the Tri-State Futurity at 
Shenandoah Downs, already the richest race on 
the area minor track circuit, will be increased 
to 1 10,000 for the fourth running in 1965. In 
announcing the increased purse, General Man¬ 
ager Robert G. Leavitt predicted a gross value 
or more than $20,000 for the Maryland-Vir- 
ginia-West Virginia event.

Agricultural Grant 

Carnegie Corporation of New York will fi¬ 
nance a study of agricultural education, espe¬ 
cially in American colleges of agriculture and 
associated research and extension.

Carnegie Corporation has sponsored several 
studies of professional education over the past 
several years. The study of agricultural colleges 
is being undertaken because of vast changes 
that have occurred in farming and related in¬ 
dustries.
